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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The rejection of Claims 1 , 2, 3, 8, 9, 1 0, 1 1 , 1 3, 1 5, and 1 6 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) over Moskob (WO 00/38300) is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a).

4. Claims 1-3, 5-11, 13-16, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Moskob (WO 00/38300) (The examiner relies upon Moskob US 
6528915 as an English translation) and Blanchet (US 5723924). Moskob teaches a 
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motor having a housing with a metal first portion 10 and second portion 17 integral with 
the metal portion 10 and housing the leads (extending from the bottom of 4 and extend 
traverse to the PCB). Moskob teaches the brush card assembly/connector body 17 
outside the housing 10 and including a recess for the PCB 33. Moskob teaches a brush 
card assembly 17 having a brushes 15, a printed circuit board (PCB) 33 with EMI 
suppression capacitors 55/ a contact member 37, and control circuits 4 to pass current 
to the brushes 15, and provide an AC ground and EMI shield. Moskob teaches a cover 
31 over the printed circuit board 33. Moskob teaches every aspect of the invention 
except the lead structure having legs parallel to the PCB and the end of the lead 
soldered to the PCB and the cover overmolding the entire surface of the PCB. Moskob 
teaches every aspect of the invention except the leads having ends soldered to the PJB 
and a leg portions parallel to the PCB. Blanchet teaches the leads 126, 139, 140 which 
have ends soldered 71 to the PCB 100 and legs which extend parallel to the PCB when 
approaching the circuit board and exiting the cover (See figure 5). Blanchet shows the 
lead 140 making several turns which are traverse to the legs extending out of hole 75, 
to route the wires around the housing. Blanchet teaches the resin 76 covering the PCB 
100 to hold and seal the components. It would have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to construct the motor of Moskob with 
the leads soldered to the PCB as taught by Blanchet to provide good/secure electrical 
connection between the PCB and the lead, and with the resin overmold to hold and seal 
the components, as taught by Blanchet. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1-3, 5-11, 13-16, and 18 have been 

considered but are moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. The examiner
